Ex-NFLStar Found Guilty 

He was once a standout tight end in the NFL, signed to a $40 million 
contract with the New England Patriots. But on April 15a jury convicted 
Aaron Hernandez, 25, of first-degree murder in the 2013 shooting death 
of his friend Odin Lloyd, 27. Prosecutors argued that Hernandez, acting 
with two other men, orchestrated the killing. The disgraced player 
stood stoically during the reading of the verdict before turning to his 
weeping mother and whispering, “It’s okay.” During the sentencing 
hearing Lloyd’s family shared their pain with the judge— but also 
expressed forgiveness. “The day I laid my son to rest, I felt like I wanted to 
go into the hole with him,” said Lloyd’s mother, Ursula Ward. “I forgive 
the people who had a hand in my son’s murder.” Judge Susan Garsh 
sentenced Hernandez to life in prison without the possibility of parole.

Kim Richards: Rehab After Arrest? 

The reality star— charged with public intoxication, 
trespassing and battery— is resisting rehab, a source says 

After battling alcoholism for years— and defending herself against allegations of a 
relapse during the most recent season of Bravos hit series The Real Housewives of 
Beverly Hills— K\m Richards was arrested for public intoxication, trespassing, resist- 
ing an officer and battery after a drunken altercation at the Beverly Hills Hotel on 
April 16. According to a police statement, Richards, 50, “was displaying symptoms 
of alcohol intoxication, including slurred speech and belligerent, insolent behavior, 
cursing at the officers and passively resisting arrest.” As a “frequent guest” of the 
hotel, a source tells People, Richards spent the first part of her evening having 
dinner alone in the Polo Lounge then stayed for several cocktails at the bar, where 
she became aggressive, loud and insulting to other guests. “It was clear that she 
was very drunk,” adds the source. Richards, a mom of four, publicly struggled with 
addiction and spent time in a treatment facility for alcohol abuse in 2011 . “As of 
right now, she is saying no to rehab,” says a longtime friend. “But people are trying 
to get her to go.” And though her future remains unclear, Richards’s well-being is 
on everyone’s mind. “I’m thinking of her,” Watch What Happens Live host Andy 
Cohen told Ryan Seacrest in an interview April 17. “The family is obviously very 
concerned. I hope it leads to some peaceful resolution for her and her family.” 
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After his 2013 release from 
the New York Jets, many in and 
around the NFL called Tim 
Tebows football career over. 

But for two years, Tebow, 27, kept 
up his training regimen— from 
daily cardio workouts to regular 
sessions with Tom House, a coach who has also worked with 
New England Patriots quarterback (and three-time Super Bowl 
MVP) Tom Brady— in preparation for another shot in the NFL. 

On April 20 Tebow signed a one-year contract as a backup 
quarterback with the Philadelphia Eagles. Tebow, a part-time 
Good Morning America contributor, tells People he’s ready.

ARIEL CASTRO HELD THEM HOSTAGE FOR A DECADE, BUT HE 
COULDN’T KILL THEIR SOULS. TWO YEARS AFTER THEIR INCREDIBLE ESCAPE, 

AMANDA BERRY AND GINA DeJESUS SHARE THEIR STORY 


I t was an unremarkable house in a work- 
ing class Cleveland neighborhood, hut 
for Amanda Berry and Gina De Jesus, 
2207 Seymour Ave. was a living hell Kid- 
napped in 2003 and 2004, respectively, 
by a bus driver named Ariel Castro, the girls and 
a third victim, Michelle Knight, were kept in 
chains, denied adequate nourishment and raped 
repeatedly by Castro before the dramatic escape 
that captured the world’s attention inMay2013. 
Their ordeal was a stunning reminder of human- 
ity’s potential for depravity— yet two years later, 
what stands out are the lessons in resilience. 
Berry, now 29, and De Jesus, 25, are happy and 
healing, living in Cleveland with their overjoyed, 
supportive families nearby; Berry is raising Joce- 
lyn, 8, the daughter Castro fathered during their 


captivity. In a new hook, Hope: A Memoir of 
Survival in Cleveland, excerpted exclusively 
below, the women— who will he interviewed by 
ABC’s Bohin Boherts in a one-hour special on 
April 28— open up about their nightmare and the 
unquenchable hope that kept them going. ''You 
had to stay positive, because if you didn’t, there 
was no reason to survive it,” Berry tells People^s 
Elaine Aradillas. No longer in touch with Knight, 
who wrote her own memoir last year ("We wish 
her well, hut we’re different people,” Berry says), 
DeJesus is working toward earning her high 
school diploma, while Berry is focused on raising 
her daughter, hut both have high hopes for their 
futures. Their grit should serve them well. "Not 
a lot of people,” DeJesus says, "make it out of 
something like that alive.”

My phone chimes. A text message. 
Who could that be? It's after midnight. 
Jocelyn is asleep next to me, just like 
every night since she was born six 
years ago. 

Fm staring at a message from my 
aunt Susie: Did you hear that he killed 
himself? I freeze. I start to feel sick. 

How dare he do this? How dare he? 
He kidnapped me, chained me like a 
dog, raped me over and over. But he 
was Jocelyn's father. She loves him, 
and he loved her. 

Ariel Castro deserved to be in jail, 
forever. But now that he's suddenly 
dead, I don't know what to feel, and 
that confusion is running in rivers 
down my cheeks. 

The journey that led her here began on 
April 21, 2003. Then 16, a day before 
her birthday, Amanda accepts a ride 
from Castro as she leaves her job at 
Burger King. Amanda knov^s his 
daughter Angie and agrees to stop at his 
house to see her. Amanda’s reasoning: 
'T know this family, and they are nice 
people,”’ she writes. 

“C'mon, I'll show you upstairs," he 
says. We walk into a big bedroom and 
then a smaller one beyond it. And he 
suddenly blocks the door. 

'Tull down your pants!" 

"No!" I shout. I am panicking and 
can't believe what he just said. 

"Take me home! I want to go home!" 

"Pull down your pants!" He has 
turned so scary— his voice, his eyes. I 
do what he says. I stand there, crying, 
my jeans around my ankles. Why 
didn't I see this coming? How could I 
be so stupid? 

Castro rapes her, then chains her in his 
basement. Day after day the rapes con- 
tinue, both in the basement and in an 
upstairs bedroom. 

After the first nights I lost my voice 
screaming, so I don't bother anymore. 
Nobody can hear me over the radio [he 
has on] . Why did I agree to come here? 
I made a bad decision, and now I will 
probably die because of it. 

When I've been here four days he 
turns on the news. I see my mom. I'm 
crying but happy I'm on the news. 
That means people are looking for me.

THE TRUST 

The Plan provides for a trust to be established to pay 
eligible asbestos personal injury claims against the Debtors 
(the “ Trust ”).

The Bankruptcy Court has issued an order describing who can 
vote on the Plan, how to vote, and how votes will be counted. The 
Disclosure Supplement has information that will help you decide 
whether and how to vote on the Plan if you are entitled to do so.

“Your mom looks really 
upset/’ he says. He has an odd 
look on his face, and then I 
realize: He’s proud. 

Almost exactly a year after the day 
he abducted her, he kidnaps another girl, 
14-year-old Gina De Jesus. LikeAmanda, 
Gina knows one of his daughters, and 
he uses that as a ruse to get her to his 
house. Unbeknownst to either of his 
subsequent victims, Michelle Knight 
has also been his prisoner in a bedroom 
since Aug. 22, 2002. 

Gina, April 2004 

Days and days are passing. He leaves 
me in the cold basement all day, then 
makes me sleep with him all night. He 
gropes me, then falls asleep. The 
chains are digging into me, my whole 
body aches. 

I used to think time moved too 
slowly in social studies class but it’s 
nothing like now. I hate how he strokes 
my hair, how he wants 
me to sit on the couch 
with him. It’s like he 
thinks we are friends. I 
am terrified. 

He eventually intro- 
duces his captives to one 
another and moves 
Michelle and Gina into 


the same bedroom. He plays the three 
off one another so they won’t unite 
against him. They dream of escape but 
they are almost constantly chained. 

Gina, 2004 

One day he comes into the living 
room with a gun. “Let’s play a game,” 
he says. He shows us that it is loaded 
with one bullet. 

He explains the game: If I am will- 
ing to take the risk, he will put the gun 
to my head and pull the trigger. If I 
live, he’ll give me a chance to put the 
gun to his head. “Okay,” I tell him. 

I’m nervous. But I can’t stand what’s 
happening in this house anymore. “I’m 
ready.” He puts the gun to my temple 
and pulls the trigger. I hear a click. 

“Let’s keep playing,” he says. “Will 
you pull the trigger on 
me? If you do, it means 
you hate me. And if you 
can’t, it means you 
don’t hate me.” 

Doesn’t he know 
that I’d love to blow his 
head off? He hands me 
the gun. I put it right to 


his head and pull the trigger. Click. 

Now I think I might be in big trou- 
ble, but he stands up and doesn’t say a 
word. It’s like he doesn’t care at all. 
Despite Castro’s efforts, fragile friend- 
ships begin to form among the girls. One 
day he locks all three in the basement 
whilehis grown children, who’veheen ask- 
ing why they can’t go upstairs, stop by. 

Amanda, 2005 

In the basement we all start talking a 
little. It’s awkward at first. I mention 
that I like Eminem, Gina says she’s 
into Christina Aguilera. She misses her 
family and her mom’s cooking. The 
more we talk, the more I like them. It 
feels good to know that we’re all feeling 
the same things. 

In March 2006 Amanda is devastated 
to see on the news that her mother 
has died of a heart attack at age 43. 
Then another jolt: In April she realizes 
she is pregnant. 

Amanda, 2006 

I think my mom sent me this baby. It’s 
her way of giving me an angel. But I 
worry about what he’s going to do.

And raise my daughter to be a 
great, great woman. 

How do you feel now?

A Mother’s 


Amanda’s mom, Louwana Miller (here Heartbreak 

in 2003), a factory worker, died of a heart 

attack in 2006— never knowing what had become of the younger of her 
two daughters. Amanda now lives with her sister Beth and Beth’s family (Gina, 
the youngest of three, is planning to buy a house for her family in the 
Cleveland suburbs). “I recorded my mom [on the news] at vigils and stuff 
before she died,” Amanda says. “I would rewind and hear her voice” in 
the house on Seymour Avenue. “I feel like she’s definitely herewith me now.” 


Michelle told me that he beat her to 
make her miscarry. Will he let me 
carry my baby? 

Amanda gives birth to baby Jocelyn on 
Christmas Day, assisted by Michelle. 

'Ifs a girl,” he says, smiling. ''Wow!” 

He seems so excited to be a father 
again. A couple of weeks ago, when the 
baby started kicking, I reached for his 
hand and placed it on my stomach. I 
knew my baby would be safer if he was 
excited about being a new father. 
"We're a family,” he tells me. 

Smitten v^ith the daughter he calls 
Pretty, Castro takes her out to play and 
to church as she gets older. He removes 
Amanda’s chains, and later Gina’s and 
Michelle’s, when Jocelyn is 2 and has 
noticed them (Amanda tells her they’re 
a bracelet). 

I know it's wrong, but I feel closer to 
him. I appreciate that he treats Joce- 


lyn so well and buys her clothes and 
toys. I desperately want Jocelyn to 
have a normal life. On the days that he 
helps me do that, I actually feel some 
affection for him. I'm so confused. 
How can he be good one minute and so 
cruel the next? 

When Jocelyn is nearly 5, Amanda asks 
Castro for a desk, a whiteboard and other 
school supplies and sets up 
a pretend kindergarten. 

Amanda, Aug. 24, 2011 

"Are you ready?” I ask her. 

"Yes!” she says. 

She sits at her Dora 
desk in her little chair. She 
surrounds herself with 
her dolls, which are 
almost as big as she is. She 
calls them her classmates. 

I sit on the bed facing 


her. We have American flags. "Please 
stand for the Pledge of Allegiance,” I 
say. She stands at her desk. I stand next 
to her. We put our hands over our hearts. 
As Jocelyn grows, the prison becomes 
harder for Castro to maintain. He com- 
plains of stress headaches, and on Nov. 6, 
2012, he’sfiredfrom his bus-driving job. 

Amanda, November 2012 

"When this is over, I wonder what 
they'll call me in the newspapers,” he 
says. "Maybe the 'Cleveland Kidnap- 
per'? Or maybe 'the Monster.' ” 

He knows that Jocelyn, the person he 
loves most, is the one who could bring 
it all crashing down. One day [before 
he was fired] he brought her home a 
bagged lunch from school. She was so 
excited. "I want to go to real school 
now. Can I please?” she said to him. 

"No,” he said. "It's not time yet.” 
"When is it time?” she asked. 

On May 6, 2013, the long years of wait- 
ing finally end. Castro leaves the house 
and for the first time forgets to lock his 
prisoners in their rooms, and Amanda, 
disbelieving and terrified, makes her 
way to the locked front storm door. 

Amanda 

Oh, thank God! A guy steps up onto the 
porch. "Can you help me please!” I 
scream. He looks confused. Maybe 
even scared. 

"Please, help me! I'm Amanda Berry! 
I've been kidnapped for 10 years! Help 
me!” 

Now another guy is asking an old 
lady on the street what's going on. She 
says I can't be Amanda Berry because 
Amanda Berry died years ago. No! I'm 
right here. Who cares who I am? Can't 
they help me? 

The tall guy comes up on 
the porch, and he pulls the 
door. He kicks the bottom 
panel of the storm door a 
couple of times. "Go ahead, 
finish kicking it out. 
Mama,” he says. 

I start slamming the 
panel, kicking it with my 
sneakers. Finally I smash 
out enough of it for me to 
squeeze through. I reach

in and grab Joce. She is screaming. “I 
want my Daddy! Where's Daddy?" 
We're out. 

Gina 

We hear loud noises from downstairs. 
He must have caught Amanda trying 
to escape and he's beating her. “Oh no, 
she got caught," I say to Michelle. 
“He's coming for us next." 

We hear sirens. Then we hear some- 
body coming up the stairs. We're ter- 
rified. Somebody in the hall is 
shouting: “Cleveland Police!" 

Michelle pushes the door open and 
runs into the hallway I hear her yell- 
ing, “You saved us! You saved us!" 

I'm hanging back. Maybe they are 
fake cops. Maybe it's just some of his 
friends in costumes. I peek around the 
corner and see two cops in uniform. 
“What's your name?" one asks me. 
“My name is Georgina De Jesus." 
His jaw drops. It's like he's just seen 


a ghost. “We found them. We found 
them," he says into his radio. 

Then he looks at me and says, 
“We've been looking for you for a 
really long time." 


We walk through the front door, 
which is all smashed up. There are so 
many people outside, cop cars and 
flashing lights everywhere.

Since Michelle Knight, 34, appeared on 
People’s cover when her own memoir. Finding 
Me, came out last spring, she has continued to 
share her experiences as Ariel Castro’s first 
victim. “I’m able to talk about it without 
crying,’’ she recently told a group of 1,200 at 
a luncheon for the Cleveland Rape Crisis 
Center.

Don’t get complacent 

Feeling pressure comes 
with the job. You’ve got to 
keep your ambition bright 
and shiny. I still play lead 
roles like Noah, but I get 
just as much playing a sec- 
ondary lead like Javert in 
Les Miserables. If you love 
playing characters, all that 
happens is they change. I 
have a simple love for doing the job. 

Fame can be funny 

Michael Jackson would prank-call 
me. He would speak in some kind of a 
rough voice, and Fd say, ''Who is this?” 
and he’d say, "Oh, don’t worry, Russell, 
it’s Michael!” He always wanted to 
chat afterward. He must have 
trusted I wouldn’t be bothered. 

Insist on free-range kids 

My boys tend to be very 
cerebral. But I can 
get them excited 
about various 
things. I taught them 
archery— that’s a 
hard thing when 
you’ve got little hands. 

They’re both really good at 
it. I’ve told them, "Little skills you 
pick up when you’re young will 


bring you a lot of pleasure 
when you’re older.” We also 
go to the bush. That’s the 
most important thing for 
us as a little tribe of Crowe 
men, just being where 
there is space. 

Learn from the past 

I don’t see how you’re edu- 
cating yourself if you don’t 
recognize moments where you 
weren’t necessarily at your best. 
There are thousands of fundamen- 
tally embarrassing moments that I 
wish I could turn around. If you’re 
lucky, you pull yourself up: "Oh, I know 
this one— I don’t have to do that again.” 


Be curious— but skeptical 

I met Tom Cruise when he was mar- 
ried to Nicole [Kidman, Crowe’s 
friend]. I thought I’d find out about 
what he was into. I found a video about 
Scientology and watched it. I brought 
it up with Tom, and he was really cool. 
He didn’t try to sell me a pair of shoes. 
He said, "If it’s something that inter- 
ests you, you’ll pursue it.” But I’ve 
never graced [Scientology’s] doorway. 

Face aging head-on 

I never put [much thought] into my 
age at all until I turned 48. It sounded 
lumpy. It’s a heavy journey because I 
can’t outrun it anymore. Over time on 
film sets. I’ve gotten tears in both 
Achilles, shin splints, bone- 
marrow edemas under both knees, 
a rib that pops off my upper tho- 
racic and a degenerating hip.

I n pitch black, as Kat Kaelin and her 
unit of Army Special Forces made a 
stealthy advance on the walled 
Afghanistan compound of sus- 
pected terrorists, gunfire suddenly 
pop-pop-popped the quiet of the 
Ranger regiment's night raid. “Our 
[bomb expert] was climbing up the side 
of the compound when a guy came out 
and shot, then pushed his wife in the 
doorway as a human shield," Kaelin, 
just 23 at the time, tells People now, 
four years later. “There were rocket- 
propelled grenades going off. I found a 


secure spot and dropped to one knee 
with my weapon ready." But her job in 
the shadows alongside the Army Rang- 
ers was more complicated than the 
M-4 rifle strapped in front and the M-9 
Beretta handgun at her hip. For the 
Nevada National Guard staff sergeant, 
first trained to drive military-equip- 
ment trucks in Iraq, now carried other 
vital tools on these secret, sometimes 
deadly missions into Taliban and Al- 
Qaeda hiding places: Jolly Ranchers 
and a purple or green head scarf. “It 
would be the middle of the night, and

the women and children in these com- 
pounds would be so scared," Kaelin 
says. The candy in her pocket showed 
that she wasn't there to harm the little 
ones or their mothers. “I would pull out 
my scarf, undo my chin strap, and 
they'd get all big-eyed. They never see 
American women." 

Even at home, few people know 
about women like Kaelin. In August 
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2011 Kaelin and 19 other elite female 
soldiers deployed alongside the Army 
Rangers for a nine-month stint in the 
combat zones of Afghanistan; one (see 
sidebar) was killed in action, and six 
were wounded badly enough to be sent 
home early. Publicly, however, the 
Army didn't talk about any of them. 

While women make up 15 percent of 
active-duty military and accounted for 
88 of the 5,353 ''hostile death” casual- 
ties from the wars in Iraq and Afghani- 
stan, they were formally banned from 
ground-combat units until that ban 
was lifted in January 2013. As com- 
manders in each of the services have 
until Jan. 1, 2016, to open all roles to 
women or justify why a certain military 
job should remain male-only the story 
of Kaelin's team is only now coming to 
light in the hook Ashley’s Wan The 
Untold Story of a Team of Women Sol- 
diers on the Special Ops Battlefieldhy 
Gayle Tzemach Lemmon. (Reese 
Witherspoon has secured the movie 
rights.) "Women were in combat from 
day one in Iraq and Afghanistan,” says 
retired Army Gen. Peter Chiarelli, 
explaining the semantics of the ban 
versus the reality in the field. "We 
could not 'assign' them at the platoon 
level, so we 'attached' them to units. 
And there was not a woman out there 
who did not do amazing stuff.” 

Caroline Cleveland was one of them. 
The Military Police team leader was 
languishing on ceremonial support in 
Germany ("a 21-gun salute with can- 
nons when the general retired was not 
what 1 joined the Army to do,” Cleve- 
land says) when, in early 2011, she 
grabbed the chance to tryout for a new 
20-woman "Cultural Support Team” 
to work with Special Ops in Afghani- 
stan, where local religious customs 
inhibited male soldiers who were 
hunting terror suspects door-to-door 
in homes filled with women. Cleve- 
land, Kaelin and the other CSTs— 
including Ashley White, who would 
become their first casualty— got a 
year's worth of training for men's Spe- 
cial Forces boiled down to about seven 
weeks. Based at Fort Bragg, N.C., the 
fitness testing was known among the 
women as "100 hours of hell”— mara-

Ash ley was the f i rstborn of twi ns. She 
went fishing with her brother [Josh] 
and loved cross-country and track. At 
Kent State University she joined the 
ROTC. The cannaraderie and the sister- 
hood clicked with her. That’s where she 
nnet Jason [Stunnpf, whonn she nnarried 
in May2011]. She graduated a second 
lieutenant and joined the National 
Guard. Even when she was trying out 
for the [Special Forces] progrann, she 
never talked nnuch about going to war. 
She said, “Don’t worry about me. I’m 
with the best of the best.” Every 
Sunday she’d call. In her last 
conversation with her 
brother, she sounded 
scared. A few days later I 
was in the kitchen making 
cupcakes and the phone 
rang. I can still see [Ashley’s 
father, Robert] walking 
across the backyard, 
shaking his head. I said, 

“How bad is she hurt?” He 


said, “She’s not hurt; she’s gone.” And 
that’s what we live with every day. I 
make it through most of my days, and 
at night I usually cry and then go to 
sleep. They took us to Dover Air Force 
Base when they brought her body 
home. We were blown away when her 
commander told us what she was 
doing. She was 57", 122 lbs., carrying 
ammo and jumping out of helicopters. 
We had no idea that she was out there 
right alongside the Rangers on night 
missions. I’m very proud. We lost quite 
a daughter. When they were done with 
their tour, the seven [team members] 
came to our house to tell us about 
Ashley. They told me how Rangers 
nicknamed her Muffin. They said, “She 
was hard as a rock on the outside and 
soft as butter on the inside.” 
She never put any of her 
ribbons on her dress 
uniform. She had no desire 
to show off. She probably is 
up there shaking her head 
now because of the book 
and the movie rights, going, 
“Why? I just did what I was 
supposed to do.” 
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thon marches in full gear, obstacle 
courses with 30-ft. walls and ''buddy 
carries” of their peers' dead weight. 
"Every single footstep was no-fail,” 
Cleveland, now 27, says. Kaelin would 
chant to herself, "It can't be me. I'm not 
going to fall out.” 

They called themselves girls (" 'Girls' 
versus 'women' is not the fight I'm 
going to fight,” says Cleveland), wore 
makeup and served as one another's 
cheerleaders. White, the "sweet and 
kindhearted quiet professional,” 
Cleveland says, "gave us all our cen- 
ter.” That was a dead-serious commit- 
ment to the mission. "In the high 
school lunchroom, I don't think I 
would have found these girls,” says 
Cleveland. "But on CST-2 we were all 
duty-driven to fulfill our purpose.” 

Once overseas, the women were nick- 
named by some men the Pink Team, 
but Cleveland and Kaelin say their male 
peers showed them respect. "There 
were some good ol' boys and there was 
a period of feeling each other out, but 
what they said to us was, 'Just do your

job,' and we didn't want to screw up,” 
says Kaelin. With a lot of on-the-job 
training and without publicity— in 
part because nothing Special Ops does 
is publicized, but also because, says 
Kaelin, the Pentagon doesn't want 
Americans hearing "that their daugh- 
ters and mothers and sisters are out 
there fighting”— the women were out 
nightly with strike forces, fast-roping 
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off helicopters hovering 
above insurgent strong- 
holds or charging over 
mountain terrain on foot. 

They rounded up women 
and children to search 
and question. The intel- 
ligence Cleveland, Kaelin 
and the others coaxed 
from their subjects— how 
many men were hiding inside, where 
explosives were planted— would 
prove lifesaving to the Ranger regi- 
ment. It was a daisy chain of explo- 
sives that killed White and two 
Rangers during a raid in Kandahar 
Province. But Lemmon, in her book, 
details several instances where the 
intelligence the women gathered 
uncovered deadly traps. 

Kaelin, who left a young daughter 
at home when she deployed, says 
compassion helped on the job. Her 
voice breaks remembering that night 
when an Afghan mother was shot 
dead in front of her young son after 
his father made her a human shield. 
“He was a little boy, barefoot, his 
clothes were so thin. The dust from 
the chopper felt like needles against 
the skin, so I covered him; he clenched 
onto me supertight. I wanted to take 
all the children home, make them feel 


protected.” 

And then it was time to 
go home. The women of 
CST-2, including White 
and the six wounded, had, 
by then, all earned Combat 
Action Badges. The survi- 
vors remain close with one 
another and with the male 
Rangers both Cleveland 
and Kaelin (who have since left the 
military) call “brothers.” Kaelin, who 
had seven CST bridesmaids at her 
2014 wedding, is now a married at- 
home mom to three girls, one of whom 
she named after White. Cleveland will 
start physical-therapy school in 
August. “A lot of us felt like we had the 
experience of a lifetime in CST and 
couldn't feel fulfilled again in any 
lesser role,” says Kaelin. Perhaps more 
women will get that chance. As Lt. 
Gen. John Mulholland, head of Army 
Special Operations Command, said at 
White's Oct. 30, 2011, memorial ser- 
vice, she and the rest of the women 
“absolutely will write a new chapter in 
the role of women soldiers . . . and 
every single one of them have proven 
equal to the test.”
